The ptiss holds tile balanc' of power in all ilectinn-. and a united 
prers is iriesistible. Unf<irtunately there are jealou»u-> and rivalr.cs 
among ja«imalists. as there are among common mortals, and the Average 
citizen has a wholi somi- frar of beeomini; a c.indidate for office when 
the opiKjMlion paper will attack his platiorm. his principles and leave 
but a shred of his character behind. 

Tin- masses are not vet leavened with aspirations for indivi<htal 
pohtical independence, and it remains for the ii:telli!j;ent, connrvativr,

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The negro race wtll 
\k judged in the future, 
p. t s, , much by our 
alihiy to make abstract 
alignment*, and to at- 
tract attention to our 
oraLiry. but by our efforts in constructive and progressive directloij*. 
^n the growth of a race, complaints, condemnations and demands all 
have their iK inents of strength and heliifnhu -s. but any race makes a 
mistake which depends wholly upon these for success. 

The first and most fundamental thing is to give more attention at 
a race to the public sdioi.k in the south. The averaj;r iir;4ro child in the 
south is in school less than five months annually. In one state in the 
south less than one-fourth of the negro children attended any school at 
all year before last, and that one- fourth were in scho, 1 for a p> riod of 
only four months. The schoolhouscs in which many of our children are 
taught arc not worthy of the name. 

The negro race will never have again in this country such oppor* 
tunitics of securing land as it has to-day. The price of land in every part 
of the country is gradually increasing. If, in the southern states espe- 
cially, we do not become land owners in this jjencratioii. it will be more 
burdensome for the next generation to do so. The tiiuc is not far off 
when the tide of foreign immigration will turn i°a{iidly to the south, and 
we shall be driven to the rat:».;<.d edge, so far as ow neryhip of land is ooii- 
cemed, if we do not profit by our present op[>ortunities. 

We should strive to become in larger proportion a cnmmerrial and 
business race. We should organize and operate morr lianks, ;n,.rc 
stores, own more farms, and construct and own more and better houses. 
A race is judged largely by the character of the houses it occupies. The 
negro sImjuW not only wear shoes, but make and sell shoes. The negro 
woman should not only wear attractive hats, but make and sell hats. In 
every center of negro population there should be a business league to 
encourage and lead our people in commercial and business directions. 

While there is much discussion about the difhcultics in the south, it 
is true that the ietds of commerce, business, industry and labor are open 
to us there as they are not perhaps in any other part of the country. In 
proportion as we lay the foundatioiu in these necessary directions, we 
shall find our moral and church life strengthened, ancl op()orttmities for 
negroes to secure coHcfe and university training enhanced. 

No race can succee<f which is ashamed of itself. I have never been 
prouder of belonging to the black race than I am to-day. I am proud of 

our part, ^OUd of Oir present, ai.<! 1 .ive un)>ounded faith Mi OUr futUrc.

Story of the Crime. 
Chl<aB<i, June 1 — 'Amos J. Snell, 
wealthy holder of much property on 
the west side of Cbirag<<, was murder- 
ed at hix home in \Va>vhlnKton boul'^ 
vard on the night of February 8, 18k8, 
and rotHjury was declared to be tbo 
motive, althoufc'h by many it Ihen wa% 
and still is believed that the burglaiT 
was ecmcocted. However, after manf 
arreHU the police bit upon tba "Wil- 
lie Tascott clew." Tascott had t>«enan 
elevator boy at the Falmor bouse. It 
was represented that ha had baoa OBb- 
ployed by day aad dOWBlMaA fOb* 
bcrlea at nlgbt 

Heavy rewarda— ona for |10,000, 
wblcb waa subsequently raised to |20.. 
000, were offered for Tascott aad tor 
two or three years Tascott Wit tnra* 
lag up dead or alive In aB ibvta of 
North and South Ainerlcik 

Eventually Mra. flbell withdrew tha 
reward for Tascott, qoarrela, clrll anto 
•aad other scandals followed among 
members of the family and to-day tho 
Sncll minions are supposed to bate 
been dissipated In part and paased la- 
to other bands.
